Second Session of the Seventeenth Congress. 
DEBATE ON “ THE DOCUMENTS.” 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
FEBRUARY 5. 
(CONTINUED.) 

The resolution submitted by Mr. Campsett, 
of Ohio, as modified, by his acceptance of the 
amendment proposed by Mr. Coox, of Illi- 
nois, being under consideration, in the words 
following : 

“ Resolved, That a committee be appointed to ascer- 
tain by whom the suppression of the paragraph, in the 
letter of William R. Dickinson, Cashier of the Bank of 
Steubenville, to the Secretary of the Treasury, dated 
the 3d day of April, 1819, and by him communicated 
to this House at the last session, was caused, with 
leave to sit during the sessions, and with power to send 
for persons and papers; [And that the said committee 
be instructed to prepare and report to this House a di- 
gest. of the evidence contained in the printed documents 
(in which the said printed letter A 6 is included) if any 
such there be, to show whether uncurrent or depreciat- 
ed bank aotes were taken in lieu of cash, from any of 
the banksin which the public moneys were deposited , 
whether the public moneys have not been discontinued 
to be deposited in branches of the United States’ Bank, 
and placed in certain local banks, situated in the saine 
towns ox neighbourhood, without complying with the di- 
rections of the law on that subject; and whether such 
transfers have not resulted in loss to the government; 
whether the public money has not been loaned to those 
banks, in which standing deposits were made, under 
the name of deposits ; and whether such loans or depo- 
Sites have not resulted in loss to the goverument; 
whether security was not neglected to be taken in some 
Oae or more instances, for the punctuality of one or 
more baaks, which proposed to give such security, and 
whether such failure has not resulted in loss to the go- 
vernanent” }— 


And Mr. Guer, of Georgia, having yes- 
terday proposed further to amend the same 
by adding thereto the following : 

“ And to ascertain, if possible, whether any Member 
of this House, or confederacy of Members, have made 
use of the papers of this House for the purpose ef mak- 
ing charges against any Department of this Government, 


which that Member, or those Members, know to be 
false :” 

And the question being on agreeing there- 
to-— 

Mr. Saunpers, of North Carolina, rose. 
His object in rising, was not, himself, to en- 
ter further into this discussion, but for the 
purpose of asking the gentleman from Geor- 
gia to withdraw his amendment. If he would 
do so, Mr. S. said he would move to strike 
out the part which had been inserted at the 
suggestion of Mr. Cook, (and is printed be- 
tween brackets in the above copy of the reso- 
lution.) He asked this from the gentleman 
from Georgia, because he thought that both 
his amendment and that of the gentleman from 
Illinois, were calculated to embarrass the ori- 
ginal proposition. At the same time, Mr. S. 
declared, that he would go with the gentle- 
man from Illinois to estabiish a distinct com- 
mittee to accomplish the object proposed by 
his particular amendment. He cared not 
whom the inquiry . might involve, the gentle- 
man from Illinois should at least have his aid 
to detect, if he could, any impropriety in the 
administration of the Treasury Department. 
it was not with a view of shrinking from the 
inquiry proposed by the amendment, but be- 
cause he considered it improperly connected 


‘Treasury, and wished only to relieve the gen- 
tleman from Ohio from what might be too 
great a burthen on him as the chairman of 
the new committee, and was besides not con- 
nected with the subject of his original motion; 
and as the gentleman from Ohio appeared to 
have no objection to take this burthen upon 
himself, he (Mr. S.) withdrew his motion to 
amend the resolution. 

Mr. Conprot, of New Jersey, proposed a 
division of the question, so a$ to take it sepa- 
rately upon the two distinct branches of the 
resolution. 

Mr. Cook, of Illinois, said he was willing to 
withdraw his proposition yesterday offered, and 
incorporated in the resolution of Mr. Camp- 
BELL, and to substitute another, which he held 
in his hand, and which he read. 

Mr. Campsetr, of Ohio, objected to this 
amendment, as-going unnecessarily into de- 
tail. 

Mr. Epwarps, of North Carolina, said, he 
did not mean, by any thing he should say, to 


contribute any thing to such adebate as that of 


yesterday. His object in rising was to renew 
the motion to strike out the amendment yester- 
day engrossed on the original resolution. 
Should this motion succeed, the gentleman 
from Illinois would have an opportunity to 
present the several subjects which he wished 
investigated, in his own way, and there would 
be no question but every geutleman in the 
House would unite in allowing the utmost la- 
titude to his investigations. Mr. E. said he 
would put it in the power of the gentleman to 
present the question in the shape most agree- 
able to himself. If that gentleman believed 
in the existence of abuses such as he intima- 
ted, he would find no gentleman unwilling to 
go along with him to investigate them to the 
extent of his own wishes. I will give my sup- 
port, said Mr. E. to any resolution which he 
may offer, if he accompanies it with an allega- 
tion of any abuse of public trust. 


Mr. Hamitron, of South Carolina, was of 
opinion that the two objects embraced in the 
resolution ought to go together, They related, 
he said, to identically one and the same subject. 
The inquiry for the committee will be, what 
were the motives of the suppression which we 
regard as an outrage on propriety and on the 
dignity of the house? What were the mo- 
tives which led to it? The motives are neces- 
sarily connected with the facts which may have 
induced it. Mr. H. said he could not see any 
object to be gained by a division of the sub- 
ject between two committees, and he was anx- 
ious that no division of the inquiry should take 
place which would lead to the appointment of 
two committees. He wished the two inqui- 
ries to go on hand in hand ; and, not from any 
want of deference and respect to the author of 
the present resolution, Mr. H. said he should 
move, when it would be in order to do so, to 
refer the inquiry to the same committe which 
has already had the subject under considera- 
tion. He would do so, because, it must be 
within the conviction of every member that 
that committee had discharged its duty in a 
manner which entitled it to the respect and es- 
teem of the Louse ; their proceedings and re- 
port having been candid, lucid. fair ; and be- 


cause, as they were already familiar with the 
subject, much would be gained in point of 
time, which, at this period of the session, was 


there has been neglect, fraud, corruption, 
combination or conspiracy, the House will then 
have it in its power to take a proper course in 
regard to the matter. 


Mr. Srerutnc, of New York, said he could 
not see the necessity of the resolution, as at 
first submitted ; and for that reason, in particu- 
lar, he thought, if it did pass, it should be in 
its amended shape. If, said he, you strike out 








the part which is proposed to be stricken out, 
you strike out all that which constitutes the 
most important part of inquiry. The two ob- 
jects of inquiry could well be unitcd, and they 
ought to go together, because they were near- 
ly connected. But, Mr. S. said, the amend- 
ment was the only material and the substantial 
part of the resolution, as it now stends. The 
resolution, in the shape in which it was intro- 
|duced by the gentleman from Ohio, is in my 
view, said Mr. 5. totally unnecessary. I am 
not in the dark, if other gentletncn are, as to 
who caused the suppression, so ofien alluded 
to.. Not that I have any knowledge on the 
subject which every body else may not have, 
but I rest my conviction, first, upon the face 
of the documents themselves, and, secondly, 
on the testimony of Mr. Dickins, the Chief 
Clerk in the Treasury Department. My mind 
has been brought to the conviction, by all the 
circumstances, that he, and he alone, made 
them. I call not in question his merits; he is 
not even personally known to me—and | have 
only heard of him as a man @distinguished 
talents and great industry. He has interfered, 
however, with the Documents of this House, 
and he boldly told the committee ihat he mark- 
ed the word out, where it appears marked on 
several passages that are omitted in the print- 
ing. I say that Mr. Dickins might have gone 
further, and told the committee that, when he 
made part of those marks, he made the whole 
ofthem. I do not mean to impeach the vera- 
city of that gentleman, or even his motives. 
It is sufficient to say, that he acted on his own 
authority, and without the authority of the Se- 
cretary of the Treasury, and in violation of the 
direction of the House to have the whole of the 
correspondence laid before it. 1 have heard 
but one sentiment expressed by all who have 
viewed these papers, which is, that they were 
all made by the same PeNnciL, and at the same 
Time; and I defy any gentleman of candour 
to inspect the papers and say that they were 
not all made by the same hand. If Mr. Dick- 
ins did make all the marks, as I contend he 
did, what occasion js there to go into a further 
inquiry on the subject? But, continued Mr. 
S.{ have a further argument to show that 
Mr. Dickins did make these marks. It has 
been intimated, without the least ground, that 
some gentleman of the House may have made 
them. I am astonished, Sir, that any gentle- 
man should dare to rise in his place and make 
such an intimation, without proof positive of 
the fact. It is our duty to protect the charac- 
ter of this iiousc, and we ought never to per- 
mit ourselves to charge any one of its mem- 
bers, in the House or out of it, with improper 
conduct, without positive proof to sustain the 
charge. I call upon gentlemen to show me 
the least proof of the truth of this intimation. 
A particular Member of this House was allu- 


ded to yesterday, as having possibly made this 
mark. I was astonished to hear a genueman, 


cretary of the Treasury in having 
thing wrong in his transactions with the Wes- 
tern Banks, and I am sure it must be the wish, 
even of the Secretary of the Treasury himself, 
that an inquiry should take place.

reputable as he is, of unimpeached integrity, 
stigmatized as one who not only made this 
erasure, but as being engaged in a conspiracy 
which, if it existed, would be disgraceful 
to those concerned, and disgraceful to this 
House. What do the committee say '— 
Wuo did make these marks’ I do not 
mean to wound the feclings of any man; 
I would scorn to impeach the motves of 
any man in or out of the House—and it was 
with great surprize I heard the gentleman 
from Georgia yesterday make a direct allusion 
to a member of the other branch of the Legis- 
lature. Are we to point at them, and hoot at 
them, when they happen to attend ladies to the 
gallery of the House? Ido not mean(said 
Mr. S.) to impute to the gentleman from 
Georgia any improper motives for this allu- 
sion, &«c. because he is a high minded and h .- 
nourable man. He himself, after a night’s re- 
flection, has in an honorable manner retraced 
his steps, and withdrawn his proposition. But 
to return to the marks. The committee re- 
ports that Mr. Dickjns did, according to his 
own declarations, mark out three of these pas- 
sages, in doing which he acted in an unwar- 
ranted and unauthorized manner. What do 
the committee say, in their report, of the par- 
ticular erasure which was the subject of their 
inquiry? ‘They say, that, had the same caus- 
es existed for that erasure, the committee 
would have remarked that the probability of 
that erasure also having been made by Mr. 
Dickins was strong, and that nothing but the 
peculiarity of the motiveg which had intuced 
him to make the other marks weakened it. 
From the testimony of Mr. Dickins, what do 
the committce infer? That the probability of 
Mr. D. having himself made the erasure is 
destroyed? No; but that itis weakened. Mr. 
S. proceeded to read passages from the testi- 
mony of Mr. Dickins reported by the com- 
mittee, contrasting his evidence on the three 
days he was examined—for, Mr. S. said, he 
was examined three several days, and at dif- 
ferent times this evidence was dragged from 
him. Could Mr. Dickins have made this 
erasure, he asked, without knowing whether 
he made it or not! I appeal to the House, 
said Mr. S. if, from the evidence of the docu- 
ments themselves, and the strange tesumony 
of Mr. Dickins, who admits he did make all 
the other marks, and from the fact that this 
mark was made apparently with the same pen- 
cil, whether he ought not to have recollected 
marking it.

EXTRACT of the 27th. Section of the Health Law. 
published for the information and government of all per- 
sons Who inay have nuisanees on their property. 

“ And it shall be the duty of the said Board to cause a!) 
offensive or putrid substances, and all nuisences which 
may have a tendency in their opinion to endanger th 
|health of the citizens, to be removed from the streets, 
lanes, alleys, highways, wharves, docks, or any other 
part or parts of the city of Philadelphia, the district of 
Southwark, and the townships of the Northern Liberties, 
Moyamensing, and Penn, and to cause such of the pri- 
vies within the limits aforesaid, to be emptied or correct~ 
ed with lime or otherwise at the expense of the individu- 
als who are the owners of the houses to which the said 
privies are appurtenant, as the said Bourd shall from 
time to time deem necessary for the health of the inhabi- 
tants thereof. Aud if the owners or occupiers of the 
premises on which any nuisance may be found, and the 
owners of the bouses to which the said privies are appur 
tenant shall, on due notice thereof, refuse or neglect to- 
have the same immediately removed, emptiéd or correct 
ed as aforesaid, be, she, or they. so refusing or neglecting, 
shall forfeit and pay for every such offence any sum not 
less than twenty, nor more than two hundred dollars. to be 
recovered and appropriated as by this act directed. And 
the expense attending the removal of such nuisance shal! 
be recovered by the Board in any court having lawful ju- 
risdiction from all corporate bodies and individuals in case 
due notice has been givem to remove the same and a refu- 
sal or neglect to do so within the time prescribed by the 
Board.
